The Ceramic Art 


On March 21 a members’ event will open the 
Museum’s new exhibition of works by a con- 
temporary Japanese potter. The event will also 
mark the formation of a new collections support 
group, The Friends of Edward Sylvester Morse. 
The combination is inspired by Morse’s deep 
interest in and connoisseurship of traditional 
Japanese pottery. 

Masayuki Imai has mastered the traditional 
discipline of the Japanese ceramic artist, having 
devoted 30 years to that purpose. Imai observes 
that “to realize that art in today’s world has been a 
challenge.” 

Imai’s success in mastering the medium is 
measured by the popularity of his work in Japan, 
among audiences who expect nothing less than 
excellence. His work appears regularly in the 
exhibitions of Nitten, a prestigious arts association. 

Imai’s technical mastery has often been reflected 
in traditional pieces. Recently, the potter says, his 
work has “been devoted to creating a new and 
original field of ceramic arts.”

Imai’s recent works are functional and decora- 
tive ceramics using an inlay technique called zogan: 
A pattern is carved into leather-hard clay. Soft clay 
in a contrasting color is pressed into the carved area 
and, after a day, scraped until flush with the surface. 
The piece is then fired. 


The artist reports that he has recently perfected 
his firing process for zogan. “I use a wood-fired kiln 
stoked with pine splints to bring out the natural 
beauty of the wares,” Imai explains. “Though I 
spare no pains in the preparation of the inlay ware, 
during the actual firing I leave the rest to the magic 
of the kiln.” 

The artist will attend the opening reception with 
his wife and friends from Japan. 


The Ceramic Art of Masayuki Imai will continue 
until mid-May. The exhibition then moves to the 
Montalvo Center for the Arts, Saratoga, Cali- 
fornia. We hope that our members and friends will 
be able to attend the opening to show our pleasure 
to the artist and this rare exhibition opportunity.

RECENT ACCESSIONS 
Seven dolls of the late Edo Period have joined the Museum’s Japanese toy collection through the very 
generous gift of Mrs. Olga Hirshhorn. They are of the type called gosho ningyo, or palace dolls. 

“The name was given by the merchant class of the later Edo Period,” reports John E. Thayer, Research 
Fellow in Japanese Arts and Crafts. “Collection and display of such figures had originally been confined to 
the ruling class, but was a practice adopted by status-seeking merchants along with other upper-class 
habits.” 

Gosho Ningyo dolls often had considerable wardrobes, says Thayer. They always represent males, 
reflecting the priorities of a male-dominated society. 

“The dolls are a very fortunate addition to our collection,’ Thayer concludes. “We had nothing 
comparable from the Edo Period, and this gift adds a significant dimension to our collection.” 











The Marine Painting Collection has acquired a view of Marseille Harbor, a watercolor by Ursule 
Josephine Roux painted about 1825. 

The paintings of this daughter of Ange-Joseph Antoine Roux are extremely rare, and typically small. 
This view is 5/2 by 7/2 inches. Another view of Marseille by the same artist, in the Museum’s Collection 
since 1931, is dated 1827 and is 7% by 9% inches. It is a distinctive addition to the Museum’s collection of 
Roux family paintings. 





The Museum joins the Massachusetts Audubon 
Society and other organizations nationwide in 
observing the 200th birthday of John James 
Audubon.

These 
were produced for the elephant folio between 1827 
and 1838. A copper plate by Havell, of the 
American Brant, is included in the exhibition. 


The Natural History Department announces the acquisition of the later John Kieran’s observations on 
the natural history of Cape Ann, the gift of Mrs. John Kieran.

Report On Mary Rose Project To Highlight Oceanic History Meeting 





The North Atlantic Society for Oceanic History 
(NASOH) will meet at the Peabody Museum of 
Salem April 24-26, 1985. The conference theme is 
Beyond Cape Horn and the Cape of Good Hope: 
North Americans in the Indian Ocean and the Pacific 
1785-1885. 

Present and former members of the museum’s 
staff will be prominent in the proceedings. On 
Thursday, April 25, Director Peter Fetchko will 
present the paper “Early 19th Century Trading 
Voyages to Japan.” Also on Thursday, Research 
Fellow Jack Thayer will speak on “Morse in Japan 
and the Results.” On Friday, April 26, former 


Maritime History Curator Philip C.F. Smith will 
present “The Empress of China’s Voyage, 1784-85.” 


A highlight of the conference will be a report on 
the Mary Rose project by Dr. Margaret Rule, 
Archaeological Director of the Project.
